All these unions h ave signified their 
willingness to stand by the butchers if

In the following statem ent, issued 
last night by Mr. Donnelly, president 
of the 
butchers' union, 
the reason 
why the strikers refused to return to 
work Friday is given: 
“The packers signed an agreement 
that there would be no discrimination 
in the re hiring of the men. 
This wa- 
accepted by the officers of the organ! 
zation in good faith. 
On the return of 
the men this morning they were lined 
up like cattle. 
The foremen and su­ 
perintendents 
walking through 
the 
line would pick out 
a man and say 
‘You come up.’ 
T h e next man would 
be pushed out of line and told that he 
could not be used, and it was always 
the good, active union men whom they 
could not 
use. 
We understood 
the 
a greem ent 
perfectly and the 
strike 
was only called afte r the packers had 
violated 
the same. 
This has 
been 
their system in the past, and that was 
our main reason for insisting on tho 
time in the agreem ent, but in spite of 
this the packers’ intention was to hire 
such 
men as were 
favorites. 
They 
also hired men in som e of the de p a rt­ 
ments who had not been employed 
previously to the strike. 
Language Not Complimentary. 
“ Superintendent Pension of the Ar­ 
mour canning d ep a rtm e n t addressed 
the employes in the following language 
this morning: 
“ ‘You went aw ay like cattle, and 
we will take you back like cattle.’ 
“This language was used both to 
m en and women,” said Mr. Donnelly. 
Late last night it was learned that 
the obstacle which prevented a settle 
merit ut the strike 
at Friday’s con­ 
ference was the fact that the strikers 
had nut de new dem ands on the pack­ 
ers. 
When the first strike was settled 
on an arbitration basis it included a 
provision th a t the strikers were jill to 
be reinstated within forty-five days. 
After the renewal of the strike Friday, 
when the joint conference was held 
Mr. Donnelly demanded that all the 
strikers be reinstated within ten days, 
instead of the forty-five as provided 
in the original agreement. 
This the 
packers refused to do, claiming that 
they had lived up to their agreement 
and that as no discrimination in the 
rehiring of the men had been meant, 
the strikers should abide by the agree­ 
ment of Wednesday. 
Both sides seemed determined tc 
m aintain the stand they have taken 
and unless 
one or the other 
offers 
nome sort of compromise today’s con 
ferine© will fail in its object. 
Af! the im n went out at Kansas City, 
Fort Worth, Tex., St. Joseph, Fast Si. 
l ouis, Sioux City and Omaha. There 
was some rioting at St. Joseph. Mo., 
m d at Fort Worth, Tex., but no trou­ 
ble of any magnitude. 
Severn*! Small Riots Occur.
